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The service market is going to be 15% or better next year than in 1956. Bread and butter 
to so many millions, shop operations are going to boom in '57. One well-placed 
authority for the statement is a man whose job is to know. He's T. E. Waterfall, 
president of the MoPar Division of Chrysler Corp. Said he to SAJ editors during 
an interlude in the annual Chrysler press conference early this month: "We're 
counting on 15 to 18% more business in our division next year. You'll remember 
the record number of cars sold in 1955. A world of them are going to be ready for 
some real service next year." 





Wanta know who's got the "hot" car for the new sales year? While that Texas 
loving Texan, "Tex" Colbert, reported Chrysler had spent $300 millions on its 
new models, Ford Motor Co. cited an expenditure above $200 millions and GM 
recounted hundreds of millions invested in the '57s, the question recurred 

at press showings on which factory might be termed as having the lead. Critical 
press men gave varying answers, but the most seasoned ones came up with this 
probable best appraisal: The "hot" line will be the one with the "hottest" 
dealers. That's another way of saying the best merchandise still has to be 
sold, not simply delivered. 





some really new engineering features are coming in '58 models. Engineering 
authorities revealed piecemeal tips to that effect at the many editorial 
conferences in Detroit and elsewhere. Generally this info was mentioned 
rather quietly--such things as a new kind of air suspension (to be made by 
AC Division of GM) which will show up on Chevrolet and probably some other 
GM lines--such things as an air-conditioning and heating combination costing

He 
told the driver that his mechanics 
had all gone home and recom- 
mended another garage that stayed 
open 24 hours a day. 

“Nothing doing,” said the driver 
“My boss has put that garage on 
his blacklist because of the ex-

tortionate charge it made on a re- 
pair when the truck was passing 
through last year. The operato! 
probably thought it would neve! 
come that way again. My boss i 
familiar with the standardized 
rate for such a job and knows how 
much he was gypped. None of hi 
trucks will ever stop there again.” 

After that Phelps was far less 
inclined to recommend the offend- 
ing garage for any work he him- 
elf couldn’t do. So the overcharg- 
ing operator lost business both 
ways 

To further implement his cour- 
tesy policy he makes all his cost 


estimates not only as reasonable 
as profit will allow but he makes 
them so plain and unmistakable 
there can be no misunderstanding 
between him and the customer. 

“Sometimes,”’ he explained, 
“a car owner, after he gets my 
estimate, retorts, ‘Now is that go- 
ing to be your actual charge or are 
you going to pile on a lot more 
before I come after my car?’ 

“IT explain that the estimate will 
be the total cost for the repairs he 
ordered and that I will not add 
another cent without his consent 
for further work, I stick to that 
estimate without fail. But I get his 
telephone number so that if addi- 
tional repair needs show up after 
the mechanics do a little stripping 
down I can get in touch with him 

“If some other 
ments show up I don’t risk his re- 
sentment by them 
without his consent, If I can’t get 
in touch with him during the day, 
we list the weaknesses and point 
them out when he calls for his cat

“What it takes is a gimmick to 
close sales,” Alton B. Poe III ex- 
plained. “The majority of the 38 
ales were made to drop-in pros- 
pects whose names had been pro- 
cured within the past two or three 
weeks.” 

The thinking here was that the 
public has become so gimmick- 
conscious it just can’t respond to

“As far as trade-ins were con- 
cerned, we paid no premium, we 
got the normal run of trade-in 
he said.

Son of an Ink Blot 


Ink blots, driven by 200mph winds, 
helped to shape Chrysler Corp.'s 
newest and most revolutionary car— 
the Dart. 

Ink blot tests conducted in one of 
Europe's largest wind tunnels enabled 
engineers to design the Dart to 
pierce the air with the least possible 
air disturbance and still provide com- 
fort for four passengers. It reportedly 
has less than a third the drag of any 
passenger car—idea or production 
model. 

At Italy's University of Turin a 
fifth-size plastic model was covered 
with horizontal and vertical lines, 
similar to graph paper, and then 
rolled into the tunnel. Drops of ink 
were placed at various body points. 
Blots resulting from the wind velocity 
traced the path and force of air over 
the surface. Analysis of these 


measurements led to an aerodynami- 
cally-styled body around which air 
streamed smoothly. 

This is not a show car but literally 
a laboratory on wheels. (Some of 


the corporation's ‘57 models will re- 
flect Chrysler's aerodynamic studies 
conducted in this country.) 

The Dart has a 129" wheelbase and 
is 6" lower than 1956 production 
cars. It is 80"" wide and 54" high and 
is powered by an advanced Chrysler 
Fire-Power V-8. 

Some of its engineering innova- 
tions still remain secret, including a 
completely new design in chassis 
construction and suspension. The sus- 
pension is expected to be Chrysler's 
new "Torsion-Aire,"’ which includes 
torsion bars. 

It has full-wraparound bumpers 
and a sliding roof panel which tele- 
scopes into a concealed compart- 
ment behind the rear seat.

The third prong of the three- 
way planning i the genuine 
brotherly spirit shown to competi- 
tors. Frequently, a customer who 
brings a car in for servicing ex- 
presses his feelings about some ga- 
rage owner who “has done me 
wrong.” Phelps tells every me- 
chanic to just listen and be as af- 
fable as he can but say nothing at 
all, even when the complaints are 
known to be true 

‘Most often such complaints are 
not true,” said Phelps, “and in 
many such cases I will tactfully 
take the part of the competitor 
who is unjustly criticized. For ex- 
ample, a customer left his car with 
me one day for some work, Then 
he began cussing another garage 
owner for the kind of paint job 
he had done on his vehicle a yeat 
or two before. I saw myself that 
the new car finish the other ga- 
rage owner had given it was fad- 
ing out, so I asked him what he had 
paid for it. He replied that it wa 


“IT then told him if that was all 
he paid, he got his money’s worth 

that no garage operator at that 
price could have put the kind of 
lasting job he expected on his ca! 
without losing money.” 

Phelps said it not only pays off 
in a good conscience to treat rival 
fairly but in dollars and cents 

“Sometimes a competitor can be 
worth more to you than a custom- 
er,” he said. “He can throw lot 
of repair busine your way that 
he himself is not in a position to 
handle. And, if you damage him 
by knocking him to your custom- 
ers, there’s nothing to keep him 
from also giving you a bad name 
Not only that, but, as a rule, your 
own customers don’t usually react 
favorably to such castigation of 
others in the same business.” 

To implement his three-way 
policy Phelps holds monthly serv- 
ice meetings with his employee 
At these huddles every possible 
contingency in public relations i 
discussed and threshed out. Em- 
ployees relate problems based on 
their day-by-day experiences and 
uggestions are made on how to 
meet them. Both Phelps and hi 
employees try to follow the Gold- 
en Rule policy laid down 2,000 
years ago by the greatest Author- 
ity on human relations who eve!
